This building is one of the 
most interesting of the pavilions in the 
Rue des Nations; It is a reproduction of 
Kinoston House, Bradford on Avon, and a 
fine example of the' old English. residence. 
It includes private apartments for the use 
of the Prince, of Wales, if he shall visit the 
exposition, - 

.Hundreds of barrels of' choice American 
apples are a port of the agricultural exhibit 
of the United States in Paris. They are 
kept in cold storage; Small lota ore ex- 
bibited'from day to day, in order to keep a 
fresh supply in the fflass receptacles.

American wines have been excluded from 
competition on account of incorrect names 
and labels in imitation of the French trade 
marks. 

There. U a rumor that the Czar and Czar- 
ina of Russia will visit the Paris exposition 
early in September and occupy a house that 
has been purchased for them on the Champs 
Elysee. 

A Pittsburg firm has an interesting ex- 
hibit in the Bois de Vincennes.- They are 
sinkine an. artesian well with the improved 
apparatus well known in America, but new 
in France. When the well hi completed, 
it will remain, of course, and be presented 
to the French capital, a ' monument of 
American skill and invention, as lasting 
as those recently erected of Lafayette and 
Washington. In order to strike a suffic- 
ient volume of water, it will .be necessary • 
to go ( flown 2,000 feet and it is expected 
that a fountain, throwing a jet of water 
from 50, to 75 feet in the air will result. 
The city of Paris will ornament . tbe foun- 
tain with bronze figures and Bartholdi, 
who is inimitable in'thia line of work; will 
probably be the artist employed. There is 
no doubt that the erection of the monu- 
ments of Washington and ' Lafayette, this 
artesian well and fountain, to say nothing 
of the recent Fourth of July festivities, 
participated in by thousands of Frenchmen 
and Americans in Paris, have had much 
to do in establishing and coufirmins the 
untent cordiale between the two republics.' 
Tbe French are a sentimental" and. impres- 
sionable people, and while.sentiment tnay 
be transient, there must; nevertheless,; be 
a residium, which may.'have its potency in 
cementing fractures caused by the , inevit- 
able jealousies of nations in their competi- 
tion for trade and territorial advantages.

Tien 
menus' "heavenly" nnd. Tsln means 
"place," and thus the name of the larg- 
est .city In northwest China means 
"heavenly place"— a name it hns borne 
for many centuries. When Marco Polo 
visited the city In the .thirteenth cen- 
tury he translated its name Into "Cltta 
Celeste."— New York Sun.

Li Hung.Cheng 
has sent a message saying that tbe foreign 
ministers would be Bent under an escort 
from Pekin to Tien Tsin.-. but that' story 
gained no credence in Washington, because 
nobody believes that tbe foreign ministers 
who are known to have twice' refused a 
Bimilar offer, would trust themselves to a 
Chinese escort. 

Since President. McKinley left Washing- 
ton to return, to ,Ctmton,' Secretaries Hay 
and Long have gone away on their vacation. 
This makes it as plain as tbe nose on one's 
face that no immediate crisis is looked for 
in- China, and' that orders covering' every 
possible contingency have been sent to our 
army officers . in China, and oar. naval 
officers in Chinese waters. 
- Col. C.B. Wing, of Cincinnati, who 
usually knows what is. going on in Ohio 
politics, is in' Washington. When asked 
his opinion of the political outlook in his 
state, be said: "Ohio will'give McKinley 
and Roosvelt not less than 60,000 majority, 
and.in the present spirit of the people;. I 
should not be surprised to see their ma- 
jority exceed 100,000."

Senator Hoar's manly 1 words in answer 
to a question as to his political attitude, 
surprised none of -bis Washington friends 
and admirerB, He' said: "Of course I 
(shall speak for McKinley; '. I am-as zeal- 
ously in favor of President McKinley's re- 
election 'as anybody in tbe country. 1 cer- 
tainly do not'meaa to join tbe party that 
has just carried the state of North Carolina 
on the Eole issue of suppressing civil liberty 
at home, in the interest of civil liberty 
elsewhere, " 

Representative Tawney, of Minnesota, 
speaking of the democratic claims of carry- 
ing tbat state said: ''For a long time the 
Minnesota democrats took up the word 
'free' as a prefix to trade, and they played 
upon that for the instructions of the voters. 
It was a failure. Then they took up tbe 
same word as a prefix to silver and again 
they, failed of responsive audiences in our 
state.' ( . Having worn* out ■■'_ the /word 'free' 
they are now harping on the word '.'imper- 
ialism.' but their efforts are meeting with 
just as little success as heretofore."

: A national statute, that will result. in n 
great saringof human life became eflee- 
ilve.on the monilng of Aug. 1, Tt Is the 
law ".providing "hut "nil rail way. 'cars en- 
gaged iii Interstate, tr'nflic" shall be 'fitted 
with automatic co up) cis and air' brakes. 
Hereafter any "railway ■ company", thnt 
uses n cur not thus fitted will be liable to 
a fine of $100 for each offense..

Alexander Jester was charged 
with the murder of a boy companion, Gil- 
bert Gates, near Pails', Mo., in 1S71,' 

In the testimony given . ' by Azei/A. 
Gates, father, of the murdered boy, were 
the allegations upon which tlie State de- 
pended for coiiTictlon; Briefly, 'they were 
these: Erirly In the .fall or 1870 Gilbert 
Gates left his home In West Chicago up- 
on n hunting, trip through Missouri. 
While traveling he was met by Jester. 
Tbe pair were seen together, am) then 
Jester appeared alone with twotenms— 
one of, them bis own nnd the other that 
belonging to the missing boy. 

Mr, Gates traced Jester and 1 his son 
through Missouri until alt track of the 
hoy vanished. Then he followed Jester 
into Illinois, nnd satisfied himself that 
young Gates had been, foully- dealt. withr . 
A few weeks Inter Jester was nrrestcd 
in Kansas, and young Gates', property 
was found upou hi in, He wns taken to 



Mexico, Mo., where he escaped from jntL 
while awaiting bis-trial.. That. was early 
in 1871.
